

Dr Swart said: “Once they have 
been in and written their report, 
I anticipate we will need 
improvement. 

“We know we must find a way 
to make sense of the rapidly 
changing healthcare landscape 
for patients and for staff. 

“We aim to do that by using 
our resources wisely, and align¬ 
ing all our clinicians, managers, 
support staff, targets, initiatives 
and planning around what real¬ 
ly matters for patient care. 

“Everything must be aligned 
around quality and safety all 
the time. 

“We also know that we must 
listen more to patients, learn, 


improve and innovate - and we 
will do all of those things. 

“We are up for that challenge 
because it is our mission to pro¬ 
vide the best care possible for all 
our patients.” 

The CQC have chosen to 
inspect NGH first as they think 
there may be an increased risk 
in terms of safety for patients or 
effectiveness of care. 

To tackle the issues, NGH are 
creating 120 extra nursing posts, 
their own inspection pro¬ 
gramme to review and improve 
quality of care in wards, recruit¬ 
ing a substantive executive 
team to improve the organisa¬ 
tion’s stability, strengthening 


their Patient Safety Programme 
and Academy and introducing a 
more comprehensive mortality 
review process. 

Dr Swart concluded: “I would 
say to the members of the public 
that most patients who come 
here are very satisfied with their 
care, the standards are consist¬ 
ently improving and we are 
doing our best to continue that 
journey of improvement.” 

There will be a listings event 
next Wednesday at the Guildhall 
at 6.30pm for members of the 
public who wish to give their 
views on the hospital.

NGH warns us to 
be ready for bad 
news ahead 

Northampton General Hospital is 
warning the community it serves to 
brace itself for bad news. 

The Chief Executive Dr Sonia Swart 
invited the media to her office this 
week in advance of the Care Quality 
Commission visiting the hospital later 
this month. 

The CQC is like Ofsted for hospitals 
and Dr Swart is not anticipating a good 
report after NGH has been scrutinised. 

There are times Accident and 
Emergency is not coping, inquests are 
throwing up issues with the care 
administered to patients, the death 
rates are too high, whistleblowers have 
been whistleblowing, the maternity 
unit is carrying out high number of 
caesareans... 

Dr Swart laid her cards on the table. 
These are the problems that are going 
to be uncovered. 

She took up her role in September last 
year, having previously served as the 
Medical Director and a Consultant. 

This was always going to be her crisis 
to handle and as grim as things look, I 
think there are some encouraging signs 
even at this early point in the healing 

/ She has been open and 
* honest with us about 
the diagnosis / 

process. 

First and foremost Dr Swart has done 
just what you would want your GP to 
do. She has been honest and open with 
us about what the diagnosis is likely to 
be. 

In recent years in various NHS crises 
around the country we have been con¬ 
fronted with hospitals run by manage¬ 
ment professionals addressing terrible 
human tragedies in the most corporate 
way. It’s not their fault. 

We are obsessed with the ludicrous 
fantasy that a health service can and 
should run like a slick business and 
these people have been given the job of 
chasing that dream. 

Dr Swart, on the other hand, comes 
from a much more real world where 
people pay for your mistakes with their 
lives. That gives me confidence in her. 

I wish her all the luck in the world in 
the months ahead. It’s our hospital. 
We’re all going to need it.

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Train season ticket will 
break £5,000 barrier

Season ticket rail commuters 
will have to pay an additional 
£152 when travelling by London 
Midland from Northampton to 
Euston. 

The cost of a season ticket in 
2013 was £4,980 but this will now 
rise to £5,132. 

This is as the result of an aver¬ 
age 2.8% increase in rail fares on 
Thursday. 

As a result pushing the cost of 
season ticket travel to more than 
£5,000 a year. 

The increase is the smallest rise 
in four years, according to the 
pan-industry Rail Delivery 
Group. 


Chairman of the Northampton 
Rail Users Group, Brian Binley 
MP said: “I am delighted the gov¬ 
ernment has taken the decision 
to put a cap on the increase and 
reduce it by one per cent. 

“People who commute 
from Northampton and 
who earn £35,000 a 
year will pay over on 
quarter of their dis¬ 
posable income on 
travel to work. 

“If you include the 
cost of car parking and 
travelling by car this will 
increase to about £6,000 
per year. 

“That is crazy. I was appalled 
the last government was to put a 
one per cent increase above the 


recommended increase. 

“I felt this was wrong and I am 
glad this government has taken 
this off.” 

East Midlands Trains which 
runs through 

Wellingborough has con¬ 
firmed the average 
increase across ah of its 
fares will be 2.6%, or 
an extra 36p on a sin¬ 
gle journey. 

Fares on around 17% 
of journeys across the 
East Midlands Trains 
network will be frozen in 
January 2013. 

As well as paying for the run¬ 
ning of the day-to-day rail net¬ 
work, fares are helping fund a 
programme of investment.

Violent crime falls over Xmas 


Northamptonshire Police 
announced up to and including 
New Year’s Eve the number of 
recorded violent offences 21% 
down on the same period last 
year, and 34% down on the year 
before. 

Chief Inspector Dave Spencer, 
the force lead for alcohol licens¬ 


ing and harm reduction, said he 
was pleased with the Christmas 
and New Year policing effort 
around violent crime,. 

He said: “Whilst the number of 
violent offences recorded was 
higher than during an average 
week, it was down from 193 for 
the same period last year to 152 


this year. 

Detective Inspector Richard 
Tompkins who manages the 
Domestic Violence Unit for 
Northamptonshire Police said: 
“We visited high risk victims tell¬ 
ing them we had things in place. 
We also targeted offenders and 
warned them.” 


The leader of Northampton Borough Council 
is to sleep rough at Christ Church in 
Abington for one night to raise awareness 
of the issues faced by homeless people. 

David Mackintosh will be joined by the 
cabinet member for housing on January 31 
to also raise funds for the Northampton 
Hope Centre. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, said: “Mary 
and I took part in the Big Sleepout last year. 
Experiencing a little of what it means to be 
homeless and spending the night talking to 


people who were either homeless or had 
been homeless was an eye-opener for me. 

“Each of the stories I heard that night 
have stayed with me. Homelessness can so 
easily affect anyone of us. Everyone who 
sponsors this event will be making a contri¬ 
bution to what is a very worthy cause.” 

The sponsored Big Sleepout is organised 
annually by the Northampton Hope Centre, 
which celebrates its 40th anniversary this 
year.

Dozens ticketed 
outside The Hub

Dozens of parents have 
handed parking tickets 
outside The Hub Play 
Centre in Riverside after 
new parking restrictions 
were brought in. 

They face penalties of 
£60 rising to £100 if they 
do not pay within 14 
days. 

Hundreds of families 
have been using The Hub 
over the Christmas peri¬ 
od to keep their children 
entertained. 

However, it has only 
been allocated 100 park¬ 
ing spaces despite having 
a capacity of over 700 
customers. 

Visitors have been 


parking their cars any¬ 
where they can and last 
week parking wardens 
sweeped the area ticket¬ 
ing dozens who were not 
parked in official spaces. 

Joe Duncanson, 37, a 
father of two, was one of 
the people ticketed on 
Carousel Way. 

Mr Duncanson said: “I 
am very angry and disap¬ 
pointed. I wasn’t aware 
you couldn’t park here, 
there are no double lines 
which make it clear. 

“The whole point about 
today was a cheap after¬ 
noon out with the kids 
and now it is costing me 
another £60. It has defi¬ 
nitely put me off coming 
here again.” 

It is thought the restric¬ 


tions, managed by UK 
Parking Control Ltd, are 
in place to make it easier 
for delivery vehicles to 
drive through. 

Chief executive of The 
Hub, Ellis Potter, a parent 
of two girls, said: “We do 
sympathise with the 
people who have had 
tickets. 

“I think the signs need 
to be made a bit clearer. 
The words ‘no parking’ 
would be something that 
people can’t get confused 
about. 

“We advise anyone who 
has received a ticket on 
Carousel Way in the past 
few days not to pay it yet 
as we are investigating 
legally to see if the tickets 
are valid or not.” 


Mum battles to run half marathon 


A Northampton mum of two 
is not only battling for her 
life against Cystic Fibrosis 
but she will soon be battling 
against a half marathon. 

Natalie Crawford, 31, has 
been training since 
September to get ready for 
the Silverstone half mara¬ 
thon on March 2. 

The Cystic Fibrosis has 
damaged Natalie’s lungs so 
when she started running 
she could complete a min¬ 
ute. 

Natalie who was diagnosed 
with the disease when she 
was 28-years-old said: “I 
have not just got chest prob¬ 
lems with breathing but I 
also have liver damage. 

“Since doing the running 
on the treadmill it has helped 
improve my lungs and they 



are now the best they have 
ever been. 

“I am pushing myself and I 
am not going to give in and 
not let this disease beat me. 

“I am taking everyday as it 
comes and if doing this 
gives me an extra day of my 
life. 

“I am not going to let it kill 
me, I am going to fight it. 


“I believe it is about being 
mentally tough and positive. 

Not only does Natalie have 
Cystic Fibrosis but her two- 
year-old son has it and her 
five-year-old daughter car¬ 
ries the Cystic Fibrosis gene. 

This means if she has chil¬ 
dren she will pass it onto 
any off spring. 

She added: “I am trying to 
raise funds for the CF trust 
to enable then to find a cure. 

“I am running this to 
inspire others with Cystic 
fibrosis, especially my son to 
show him we can beat this 
disease. 

“With a life expectancy 
currently at 37/40 years-old 
I hope companies or individ¬

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FINANCE: Staysure headquarters in Northampton hit by cyber attack 

Cyber crime 
hit Staysure

Northampton based insurance 
company, Staysure has written 
to more than 90,000 customers 
after it suffered a cyber attack. 

In December 2013 the company 
wrote to a group of our customers 
telling them its systems suffered 
a cyber attack during the second 
half of October 2013. 

In the attack, encrypted pay¬ 
ment card details of customers 
who purchased insurance from 
them before May 2012 were sto¬ 
len, along with CVV details and 
customer names and addresses. 

From May 2012 the firm ceased 
to store this data. 

Ryan Howsam, chief executive 
officer said: “We became aware of 
the problem on November 14, and 
quickly informed the relevant 
card issuing bodies and subse¬ 
quently The Financial Conduct 
Authority, the Information 
Commissioner’s Office and the 
Police. 

“We hired independent forensic 
data experts to fully ascertain the 
extent of the problem and have 
written to 93,389 affected cus¬ 
tomers, which represents fewer 
than 7% of our customer base, to 
warn them and to ask them to 


check that they have not been the 
victims of any fraud as a result. 

“We have offered those custom¬ 
ers free access to Data Patrol, a 
comprehensive, identity moni¬ 
toring service provided by 
Experian. 

“The service offers 24/7 online 
identity fraud monitoring, alert¬ 
ing by email if any customer data 
is compromised. 

“This is supplemented by a tele¬ 
phone based fraud resolution ser¬ 
vice. 

“We continue to work with those 
groups and independent security 
experts. 

“We immediately removed the 
software and systems that the 
attackers exploited, and are con¬ 
fident we have taken the right 
steps to protect our customers in 
the future. 

“We are deeply sorry that this 
has happened and are working 
diligently to make sure that 
inconvenience to customers is 
minimised.” 

Staysure stated if it has not writ¬ 
ten to you, you will not be 
amongst those affected.

12 residents hit in telephone scam 


Northamptonshire 
police are issuing 
crime prevention 
advice following 12 
reports of a phone 
scam which took 
place in the county 
on lanuary 5 between 
lpm and 7pm. 

The scam involves a 
caller attempting to 
encourage people to 
part with bank 
details, including pin 
numbers. 

During the scam 
the offender calls the 


resident, purporting 
to be a police officer 
investigating a fraud 
on their bank 
account, a fraud 
investigator from a 
bank or other bank 
official. They ask for 
account information, 
including their card 
numbers, security 
number and pin 
number. 

If the resident 
becomes suspicious, 
the offender suggests 
they call 999 or 101 


and ask for confir¬ 
mation that the per¬ 
son is a police officer. 

The victim then 
calls police, but 
doesn’t realise the 
offender has not 
hung up so goes 
straight through to 
them again. 

If you receive one of 
these calls end it 
immediately report 
any incidents to the 
police. 

Always call 999 if 
the crime is in action.

Make-or-break fortnight 
for Saints’ European bid

Lee Dickson says that Saints will 
only worry about themselves as 
they bid to reach the Heineken 
Cup quarter finals. 

Northampton’s outstanding 
form domestically sees them sit 
second in the Aviva Premiership - 
three points shy of leaders 
Saracens - but attention now 
turns back to Europe and fim 
Mallinder’s men have it all to do. 

Despite the sensational 18-9 vic¬ 
tory in Dublin over Irish giants 
Leinster last month, the Pro 12 
outfit still have a vice like grip on 
top spot in pool one, which they 
lead by four points. 

Saints are second having lost 
twice already and know that real¬ 
istically, two victories from their 
last two games will be required to 
make it to the last eight. 

Only the six pool winners and 
the two best runners up progress 
through to the quarter finals so 
there are numerous permutations 
for Saints ahead of the trip to 
Swansea to face Ospreys on 
Sunday and then the home clash 
with regular foes Castres 
Olympique a week on Friday. 

Much could depend on the out¬ 
comes of other games but Dickson 
said Saints would just focus on 
matters that are under their con¬ 
trol and the tasks in front of them. 

They face a big challenge against 
an Ospreys outfit sitting third in 
the Pro 12 and the reigning French 
champions Castres. 

“We’re putting the Aviva 
Premiership to bed for a little bit 
and concentrating on the 
Heineken Cup,” scrum-half 
Dickson said. 

“Things have been going well in 
the Premiership, but now we’ve

got to get the next two Heineken 
Cup games and take some points 
from them and see what happens 
after that. 

“It’s going to be a really big chal¬ 
lenge. But all we’ve got to do is 
worry about ourselves. We can’t 
worry about what’s going on else¬ 
where.

“We had a chance to give the lads 
a couple of days off, but it’s a dif¬ 
ferent competition with different 
opportunities for us now and 
something to look forward to.” 


Praise for Hartley after fine Quins victory 


Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder hailed the perfor¬ 
mance of try-scoring captain 
Dylan Hartley after his side saw 
off Harlequins 23-9 in the 
Premiership on Friday night. 

Hartley, pictured , scored the 
Saints’ second try of the night 
after George North crossed five 
minutes after the break as they 
saw off a determined opposition 
at the Gardens to briefly go top of 
the table. 

Saints stood by Hartley last sea¬ 
son after his sending off in the 
Premiership final and Mallinder 
believes that decision has been 
vindicated by his performances. 

“We said all along that Dylan is 


our captain and is our leader and 
he leads by example on and off 
the field,” he said.

react. 

By that stage Northampton 
looked to have done enough to 
hang on thanks to North’s open¬ 


ing score and the boot of Stephen 
Myler with Mallinder admitting 
the Welshman’s try was crucial. 

“We needed it (George North’s 
try). He was one on one and it was 
fantastic,” Mallinder said. 

“It was against young (Charlie) 
Walker, who is a talented player, 
but George, one on one, you’ve 
got to make sure you make a good 
tackle. To see him go in the cor¬ 
ner was fantastic. 

“The lineout is not easy in those 
conditions and really you want to 
go to the front or middle and you 
don’t want to be chucking too 
many towards your tail players. 
They put us under a bit of pres¬ 
sure there.”

Moyo surprised that he is 
back in the Cobblers’ fray

David Moyo has admitted to 
being surprised at being back in 
the Cobblers' fold - but he is 
enjoying every minute of Football 
League action he gets. 

The 19-year-old striker had been 
plying his trade in the non-league 
ranks this season thanks to loan 
spells away from Sixfields at Corby 
Town and Stamford but has found 
himself back at Northampton fol¬ 
lowing the upheaval caused by 
Aidy Boothroyd’s sacking. 

Caretaker boss Andy King re¬ 
called him from Skrill North outfit 
Stamford with injuries and loan 
re-calls hitting the club and he 
has since played a part in all three 
of the temporary manager’s 
matches in charges, the away trips 
to Burton Albion, Portsmouth and 
Newport County. 

Before that run his only appear¬ 
ance was in the Capital One Cup 
defeat at home to MK Dons back in 
August and the youngster wasn’t 
tipped by many to appear on a 
regular basis. 

Now though, he has a chance to 
impress and his impact with the 
Cobblers could have been more 
notable had he not been tugged 
back when one-on-one late on 
against Portsmouth. 

“I would never have thought 
before Christmas I’d be where I 
am now,” said Moyo. “I’m happy 
it’s turned for the better. 

“As long as I’m in and around the 
team and can have an influence 
on the game I’m happy.” 

Moyo said he didn’t know if 
another loan spell was in his 
future but he is happy to be work¬ 
ing under and learning from King. 

“I don’t really know what’s going 
to happen, things can change,” he 


said. “Two weeks ago I was at 
Stamford, now I’m here playing. 

“It seems like we’ve turned a cor¬ 
ner, performances have improved 
and Kingy is doing a great job, the 
lads are working for him. 

“Andy has helped me out a lot, 
made me feel very confident, 
given me a chance and trusted me 


out on the pitch.” Moyo sees him¬ 
self as someone who can operate 
as both a striker and a winger and 
he says that Arsenal and France 
legend Thierry Henry is someone 
he can bid to be like. 

The arrivals of new loan front 
pair Hallum Hope and Antonio 
German may have pushed Moyo a 


bit further down the pecking 
order but the teenager is confident 
that he won’t be playing second 
fiddle for too much longer. 

“Andy has said that they are 
more prolific than where I am at 
the moment but I will get to a 
stage where I am prolific like they 
are,” he said. 


Carter no longer 
on the sidelines 

Cobblers midfielder Darren Carter is 
enjoying playing his part in the team’s 
fortunes - having been recalled to the 
side by caretaker manager Andy King. 
Carter, 30, was a high profile summer 
signing from Cheltenham for the 
Sixfields outfit, but it’s fair to say that 
things haven’t gone quite as planned for 
the former Premier League player, as his 
team sit bottom of League Two and he 
has been forced to watch from the side¬ 
lines for a number of games after being 
dropped from the squad by former man¬ 
ager Aidy Boothroyd. 

But King, down to the bare bones due 
to a prolonged injury list and the untime¬ 
ly re-calls of a number of loan players, 
put his faith in Carter to rediscover the 
form which won him a move to the club. 

And the midfielder has put in two of his 
best performances for the club in the last 
three games - though he had to miss the 
away clash with Portsmouth due to pick¬ 
ing up five bookings. 

“I was disappointed that I didn’t play 
much, I think it was eight games where I 
didn’t feature,” said Carter. 

“I’ve come to the club to have a great 
season and help the team. As I said after 
the Burton game it’s difficult to be on the 
sidelines because you want to be out 
there putting things right. But going and 
enjoying it again is a big thing for me. 

“You always do have a point to prove 
when you’re left out of the side, you want 
to come back in and prove that you are 
worthy of playing. I’m now playing to 
stay in the team.” 

Carter bagged the winner in Saturday’s 
2-1 win at Newport and expects the club’s 
vacancy to be filled soon. 

“Kingy has been great, he’s done a good 
job with Tim Flowers,” he added. 

“They’ve settled us down and got us 
ready for the last three games and the 
way we have performed - we’ve been 
organised and prepared and ready for 
each game- has been good. 

“Kingy is a great character, and the lads 
love him. We’ve obviously performed 
well in the three games but we need to 
build on that now, and we’ve started with 
a great win at Newport. 

“I would probably expect a permanent 
appointment soon, it’s been a while 
without having a manager and I expect 
there’s been things going on behind the 
scenes. 

“But we’ve just focused on things on the 
pitch and training ground, and that’s all 
we can do as players to get ourselves out 
of this position.”

situation. They have bought us time to 
decide on what to do and we will use that 
time to assess thoroughly the options open to 
us. Appointing the next manager is a crucial 
decision, we have undertaken a lot of inter¬ 
views and talked to a lot of people to gain 
their opinion. 

“It is an on-going process but while Andy 
and the players are getting results it is a case 
of not rocking the boat. 

“If the players want the situation to carry on 
they need to keep giving 100 per cent and to 
keep winning games. 

“We will support Andy and I expect some 
players to come in and a player or two may 


depart next week as we prepare for our next 
game. 

“We need to get this right, so let us take our 
time. With the team performing as they are, 
we have that time. 

“I am sorry we are in this position again, but 
we are where we are. The redevelopment is 
great but the only thing that matters in the 
next few months is retaining our Football 
League status.” 

One contender for the job - former Cobblers 
midfielder and AFC Bournemouth coach 
Chris Hargreaves - is now out of the running 
after he accepted the vacant job at fellow 
League Two strugglers Torquay. 

Martin Allen, Iain Dowie, Kevin Wilkin and 


Steve Burr are also still in the frame accord¬ 
ing to bookmakers and rumours are also 
abound that former Premier League manager 
Paolo Di Canio has applied for the job. 

The Italian was sacked by Sunderland in 
September and the surprise link is subject of 
much internet speculation, which has seen 
his odds for the position tumble. 

King’s next challenge will be his first home 
game at the helm on Saturday, when York City 
will be the visitors. 

Joe Widdowson is an injury doubt with a 
shoulder problem so King is looking to bring 
in a left back on loan to bolster his ranks in 
defence. 

“We always said it’s a game at a time, and it 


seems I’ve got a game at a time so we can’t 
look at it any other way,” said King. 

Meanwhile, Cobblers striker Roy O’Donovan 
has travelled to Dubai ahead of a possible 
move abroad to Brunei based club DPMM. 

The unusual situation was revealed last 
week with Cobblers granting the Irishman 
permission to explore the possibility of the 
switch to a club who are managed by former 
Blackburn Rovers boss Steve Kean. 

Defender Matt Heath has left Northampton 
upon the expiry of his short term contract 
and on loan striker Luke Norris has also 
departed the club for his parent club Brentford 
early due to injury. Crystal Palace midfielder 
Kyle De Silva could also arrive on loan.

zone where they are a point adrift of nearest rivals Torquay 
United and Bristol Rovers but Cardoza has stated that King’s 
performances have bought him time with the team’s displays 
meaning they do not need to rush their appointment. 

“Andy King is doing a terrific job steadying the ship,” said 
Cardoza. “The spirit in the last three away games has really 
pleased me. I expected Andy would do well, and with Tim and 
the other staff I am reasonably relaxed with the managerial
